Boston, June 2.—Charles L. Tnck- 


tr, convicted of the murder of Mabel 
Page at Weston on March 31, 1904, 
last night left the Middlesex county 
jail at East Cambridge, where he has 
been /confined for more than two 
years and enteredi the death cell at 
the Massachusetts state prison at 
Charlestown. 
From this cell, Tuck- 


er will not emerge until he is sum- 
moned to suffer death in the electric 
chair la the week beginning June 10 
or has bis sentence commuted to life 
imprisonment by Gov. Curtis Guild, 
Jr. 


Although the law provides that a 


condemned' man be taken "as secret- 
ly as may be" from the county jail 
to the death cell in the state prison. 
Tucker's transfer was witnessed by a 
number of newspaper reporters and 
a number of citizens. Promptly at 
6.30 
o'clock last night, a closed car- 


riage was driven to the entrance of 
the Bast Cambridge jail yard. Five 
minutes later Tucker emerged from 
the jail. 
He was handcuffed to 


Sheriff Fairbairn of Middlesex county 
and' was escorted by two Tdeputies, 


•Entering the carriage, the party 


was driven over the Prison Point 
bjridge to lOharlestown, arriving at 
the state prison six minutes* after 
leaving the East Cambridge jail. 


Tucker appeared unconcerned save 


for a bright flush which emphasized 
the prison pallor. 
When the party 


reached the state prison, Tucker and 
his escort left the carriage and pro- 
ceeded to the death cell.

The schooner Margaret, Capt. Jor- 


dan, 
bound from Perth Ataboy for 


South Goldsboro, Me., coal laden, 
was towed into the lower harbor on 
Friday evening in a sinking condi- 
tion. 


The rescuing vessel was the Brit- 


ish schooner Karmoe, Capt. Ritcey, 
from Richbucto, N. B., to Boston, 
lumber laden., 


In a heavy northeast gale last Mon- 


day, off -the Georges Banks, the Mar- 
garet lost her' mainsail and foresail, 
sprung her bowsprit, had: her main 
cross-trees carried away, as well as 
the rail on her starboard1 quarter. 


The heavy sea also carried away 


her boats, leaving the crew with no 
means of abandoning the dismantled, 
sinking schooner. 


The Margaret was badly strained, 


and as two of the crew were ill, the 
water gained rapidly, and there ap- 
peared to be no hope of rescue. 


The crew was comprised of six 


men, — the captain, the mate,~th"g~coole 
and three seamen . The cookr^and one 
of the seamen were ill. 


On Thursday morning the British 


schooner hove in sight, and the men 
of the Margaret were almost crazed 
with joy. 


Capt. Ritcey wanted to have the 


Margaret abandoned, but Capt. Jor- 
dan induced' him, for the sum of f 185, 
to tow her to this port, a distance of 
75 miles. 


The Margaret was out of provis- 


ions, but was supplied by the English 
vessel. 


In smooth water the Margaret leaks 


only 500 strokes an hour, and it may 
be deemed possible to towt her east 
for repairs. 


The owner of the Margaret is ex- 


pected to arrive here this morning to 
attend to the disposal of his vessel.

Having learned 
that a tiger rarely looks upward, he 
seeks a po>ition at some distance irom 
file ground, as, for instance. Hie how- 
dah of jiu elephant or a uwcbuu or leaf 
covered box i>e3x-hed in a tree. 


Tbe tiger usually keeps its eyes on 


the ground because it finds its prey 
there aud its enemies also. The natu- 
ral inhabitants of the trees, the birds 
and the monkeys, it holds in contempt. 
But on the ground, besides the sweet 
fleshed man, Hves^ the water buffalo, 
its most formidable foe. In combat the 
buffalo most times kills the tiger. 


The peculiar sagacity of the elephant 


is of great assistance to the man who 
hunts tigers from the howdah. At the 
approach of the big eat the pachyderm 
trumpets an alarm, aud if properly 
trained it will snatch its master with 
its trunk, should he be on the ground, 
and lift him into the howdab on its 
back. It then seeks the shadow of 
some tree aud stands perfectly still, as 
if knowing that in this way.- it will 
steady the hunter's aim. 


When one shoots tigers from the 


machan, or tree ambush, he usually 
picks a place where ihe beast Is wont 
to retreat when alarmed. With a com- 
panion he hides himself in his nest. In 
his hand he holds a magazine rifle 
loaded and cocked, while in his belt he 
carries a half dozen pistols for instant 
use should the gun fail him. Then he 
sends out a score or more of natives 
as beaters to drive the boast toward 
him. Encircling the region, the beaters 
begin to rap on the trees and to shout, 
and these noises, because of tlioir 
strangeness, frighten the animal. 


Yet when neither the howdah nor the 


machan is available the tiger hunter 
will seek the shelter of only a steep, 
high rock. A captain of the Indian 
army recently killed a huge man eater 
with only a rock for refuge. 


"The very evening that I slew the 


beast," he said, in telling of his ad 
venture, "the creature had devoured a 
woman returning to the village with 
a bundle of wood, she bad cut in the 
jungle. Only an anklet and some locks 
of hair were left to tell of her fearful 
fate.

friends greet the traveler on the rim 
of Death valley too. 
There is the 


cholla (pronounced choyah), which, 
while large and many branched, pro- 
duces few or no (lowers, reproducing 
itself by "slipping," as our grand- 
mothers were wont to say of their 
choice geraniums. Wherever an un- 
usually long branch falls to the grouii* 
it seems almost to work its way into 
the earth, so soon do tbo shifting sands 
cover it. Then a process of rooting 
takes place, so that soon an entirely 
separate plant comes up a few feet 
from the parent. So it is that great 
beds of cacti are formed throughout 
the desert. 


One noticeable thing about all tho 


plants in and arouud Death valley is 
that they grow low to the ground, for 
no livingw.img can stand against the 
simooms that'sweep this level floor for 
200 miles on over into the Nevada des- 
ert 
These low growers protect them- 


selves from the drifting sand in a won- 
derfully ingenious manner. When the 
plant first breaks from the ground it 
comes up not in ouu stem, as do tbe 
taller cacti, but in many tiny, branch- 
ing stalks, so that what solid earth and 
rocks there are amoug the sand clouds 
fall between these stalks and form a 
sort of openwork barricade. Against 
this the sand drifts, but does not 
choke out tho life of the plant. Tha 
winds of the desert always blow from 
the same direction, so that the barri- 
cade is always available, whether it 
be a rain, wind or sand storci that is 
blowing. 


Another beautiful bloomer of this far 


desert raises a foot long shaft, four 
pointed and like no other flower stalk 
in the world. 
On it arc clustered 


great waxen blooms two or three 
inches across, perfumed with all the 
swoet scents of Cyprus and the Ind 
and Taugiug from palest golden white 
to deepest purple. 


Frotd right to left of the narrow val 


Icy, more than 400 feet below the level 
of the sea, 230 miles away, these beds 
of cacti stretch. In winter and sprinpr, 
when they are all abloom with flame, 
they seem like some great cloth of gold 
to tue traveler pausing on tbo rim of 
the Funeral range or dipping down 
with his burros through Windy gap. 
These bods are sometimes large, cov- 
ering acres in dense patches. In oilier 
places they are small and stunted, so 
that the traveler meets with scattered 
clumps of the thorny shrubs miles bo- 
fore he comes upon traces of the dead 
alkaline lakes that mark the edge of 
the valley. 


Other plants than cacti are scarce in 


Death valley, but two species of mos- 
quito grow from ouo end of tho valley 
to tho other, both blooming profusely 
and adding their quota of odor to the 
air. 
When they seed, the beans are 


gathered by the Piutes and ground up 
for flour. 


All in'all, there arc doubtless hun- 


dreds of acres of cacti in this one part 
of the California desert, and its beauty 
when in bloVn is something indescrib- 
able, especially when soon in the midst 
of mile on mile of barren sand flats.— 
San Francisco Chronicle.

GROWING CUCUMBERS. 


Field Culture •« Practiced l>r I«TT»

The usual date for planting cucum- 


bers In Iowa r is .Tune 1 to 15. The soil 
must be thoroughly worked into a fine 
loose loam, and a very abundant sup- 
ply of fertilizer must be used. It is nl- 
most impossible to have the land too 
rich. It the area planted Is not so 
large as to make it impracticable it Is 
an excellent plan to put one or two 
shovelfuls of rich farmyard manure In , 
each hill at the time of planting The " 
seeds are planted in hills about six feet 
apart each way. Plenty of seeds must 
be used, for it is far better to thin out 
the plants than to have a poor stand. 


Cultivation. 


The cultivating may be done wltb, 


one borse and the small plow or wltb. 
the regular corn plow. "As soon as the 
vines begin to run cultivation should. 
be stopped If possible, for it Is not a 
good plan to disturb the tender, grow- 
ing shoots. If the field "Is kept free- 
from weeds up to this time there will 
be little chance for them .to grow- 
afterward, for the vines will complete- 
ly cover the ground" very soon after 
they begin to" run. Sbonld a feww"eeds 
persistJri romfng- up they may be care- 
fully pulled without barm to the vines/

Usually cucumbers are quite free- 


from disease, tue two greatest pests 
being mildew and a small insect that 
sometimes comes in swarms, attacking 
all kinds of green vines. These insects 
-on usually be killed or driven away" 
Oy sprinkling the vines with wood 
ashes. The mildew, which is much lesa 
common, requires more drastic treat- 
ment. This disease attacks the foliage= 
causing «the leaves to turn yellow and 
fall off. Spraying with some fungi- 
cide, such as bordeaux mixture or p^- 
tasslum sulphide, will usually prevent 
mildew, provided the application is 
made promptly enough. 
The under- 


side of the leaves must be thorough y 
sprayed, as that is where the disea t 
most frequently starts, writes a 
spondent to Orange Judd Fanner. 


The 5|>caklngr Voice. 


Nothing as quickly and unmistakably 


distinguishes a well bred man or wo- 
man from those of plebeian birth or 
education as the speaking voice and 
tho carriage, two most essential points 
to cultivate and the two which arc al- 
most ^universally neglected by parents 
aud masters in this country. It Is not 
so in England and France, where even 
in humble life tho voices are not only 
naturally more musical than those 
found in America, but they are so in 
consequence of past training and cul- 
tivation. One uses the speaking voice 
almost continuously, so why should it 
not bo trained to be as musical as 
possible, since a sweet, low voice is 
considered power? So much time and 
attention are given to the singing 
voice, wliioli Is used only upon occa- 
sions, wliieh of course is to bo encour- 
aged nnd commended, but if one can- 
not cultivate both let the preference al- 
ways bo given to the. spcnkinff voice-, 
tlint one'H enunciation, articulation and 
respiration, as well as tlio proper pitch 


J of tho voice, may be regulated and 


jfovorned according to the most ap- 
proved methods, 
Thou one's convic- 


tions will bo found to carry great 
weight.

worth of vegetables during the year, 
while the bountiful supply of vegeta- 
bles close at hand where they may l>9 
secured at a few moments' notice" is of 
even more1 importance than the mere 
money value.

"I 


would not have it inferred, however,

There is such a commodity of 
virtue as honest error. In this matter 
of muck and muck rakers, every hon- 
est error, in the fault of it, can be 
laid at the door of the muck. It is the 
fault of the muck if' the muck raker 
mistake his facts. The muck, not the 
muck raker, is to blame when the for- 
mer gets wrongfully raked. He who- 
acks like a burglar is shot for a bur- 
gjar, and your senator, however pure, 
who conducts 
himself 
like 
muck,

'as muck. I was once young—as a 
muck raker—and am now old; but I 
nave never seen the righteous official

raked as muck."

tified by experience even then.

such cases. If so, it was undoubtedly 
their own fault and the instances, if 
there have been any at all, have un- 
doubtedly been very rare.

OUR EDUCATIONAL SYSTEM 


BY KiEJV. GEORGE W. GELE 
Great changes have come to the 


whole system of education within the 
past 
twenty-five years. 
Modern 


methods are now eagerly • sought and 
loudly extolled. 
We often speak in 


derision of the crude practices and 
customs of 
past 
generations, 
and 


hold them up In striking contrast to 
vthe up-to-date system of these wiser 
days. * The current of popular opin- 
ion runs strongly in this direction, 
and public speech in teachers' insti- 
tutes and platform lectures, which 
flatters this view, has become very 
popular 


One discovers, however, at 
the 


present time, springing up on everj 
hand, a disposition to judge of tne 
merits of this popular modern 53^- 
tem by the fruits of the system. Pa- 
rents are beginning to note the ef- 
fect of these "loudly extolled methods 
upon the knowledge and character of 
their children. 
They vividly recall 


what the old practices fand customs 
did for them and they place that 
knowledge of a fe^ things in con- 
trast with the apparent inefficiency 
of the modern graduate. And from 
such thought and such 
comparison 


has arisen a great deal of the criti- 
cism, which we are constantly hear- 
ing in. offices, stores, homes and on 
the street. 


Our own city just now is in 
the 


throes of such criticism,' Portmouth 
in its long and honorable history has 
been remarkably 
intelligent. 
Her 


citizens have taken an honest pride 
in their schools, responded ffberally 
to every call and stood firmly for the 
best methods of education. The re- 
cent report of a special committee, 
recommending a positive retrench- 
ment and adopted unanimously by 
the 
full 
board of education, has 


awakened no little solicitude on the 
part of many of our citizens; and the 
pride of our people has been touched 
by what seems a backward step in 
the education of our children 
and 


youth. 
In looking for t.:e cause o! 


our present trouble, it seems to me 
that it will be found, not so much ic 
the extravagance of our 
board of 


education, as in the adoption of a 
modern system of 
common/ 
school 


management, which has been copacu 
from our higher Institutions of lenni- 
Ing, and urged upon us by zealous 
advocates of our 
popular up to-date 


methods. It Is well known and gen- 
erally understood, that when a mm 
is invited to take charge' of a univer- 
sity or college, he is not expected to 
give either time or strength t'q teach- 
ing, but is to have special charge of 
its affairs and perform the duties of 
an executive officer. 
He must repre- 


sent hi» institution at 
all 
public 


functions; must court the Acquaint- 
ance and win the favor of the rich 
alumni and wake personal effort 
t<> 


secure students. 
This change ,'roni 


tho old method of severe and 
con 


slant, clans room Instruction has be- 
come n«e«wary for the rivalry among 
our seminaries, universities and col- 


leges in securing money and stu- 
dents is as great as we find It in 
commercial life. 


Our 
modern up-to-date common 


school system has followed the ex- 
ample of our higher institutions of 
learning. The principal of a high 
school and the head master of a 
grammar school are expected to give 
the greater portion of their time and 
strength to oversight and manage- 
ment. Teaching is made secondary; 
one or two periods a day seem to be 
al! that is required. And the' little 
teaching that Is done by principal or 
head master Is often in the inferior 
or simpler studies. The classics and 
higher mathematics are now taught 
by teachers of the 
several depart- 


ents, while the men who have been 
selected to give 
character 
and 


strength to the schools are spending 
their time with classes in grammar 
and geography and kindred studies. 
In consequence of such arrangement 
our strongest and best educators (for 
only such would be called to the po- 
sitions of principal or bead master) 
become merely executive officers and 
the all-important work of the class 
room, the very heart and life of the 
school, falls Into the hands of teach- 
ers of less ability, who can be se- 
cured for the meagre salary of from 
four to seven hundred dollars a year. 
Take our own city for example—we 
have a High School principal 
and 


three head masters of grammar 
schools. These men, well educated 
and capable of doing excellent teach- 
ng, are called upon for class room 
work of less than seven hours a day, 
an average of one hour and three- 
quarters for each man. The rest of 
he time they are simply executive 
officers. 
If now you add to these 


'our executive officers the work ot 
the superintendent, we have five of- 
ficers, with the further addition 
pf 


the clerk in the superintendent's of- 
fice, at au expense of J8,000 a year, 
all doing the 
exhaustive 
worfc^ of 


oversight and management. 
More 


han-twenty per cent, of the money 
that is supposed to be expended in 
maintaining a sufficient force for our 
600 pupils, goes for 
keeping 
our 


children in line. 


Now I undertake to say that this 


modern system, is out of place and 
uncalled for in our common schools. 
The necessities 
of our 
common 


schools are not like the higher in- 
stitutions- of learning. 
Our school- 


houses are erected and1 kept in per- 
fect repair at public expense. 
Pu- 


pils come without solicitation by 
virtue of a compulsory state Jaw. A 
truant officer is provided by every 
city and town. There is nothing to 
be done but to teach. To say that 
the principal or head master is re- 
sponsible for the discipline 
of 
the 


several rooms in his building is to 
confess that w e have inefficient teach- 
ers in our buildings. Al teacher that 
cannot maintain order in the class 
room had better seek some other way 
of earning a living. 


In addition to this fact, this mod- 


ern sjstem degrades the 
teachers. 


The talent that makes a superior 
executive officer Is valuable, but it is 
not to be compared with the talent 
of a successful teacher. 
There is no 


touch more powerful in awakening 
the Intellect and moulding character 
than the touch of an 
enthusiastic 


and able teacher. It is distasteful to 
a truly educated man, in love witJ 
his profession, to be compelled to do 
the work of an executive officer, or to 
be used as the scourge for the cor- 
rection and whipping of any 
pupil 


outside of his own immediate knowl- 
edge of acts or causes that made the 
discipline seem necessary. 
Indeed a 


passion for teaching can hardly exist 
with the, executive • function. 
If 
a 


teacher is not capable of managing 
whatever classes come for 
mstruc-

The financial question is secondary 


to the interests of the pupil, but it 
should not be overlooked. If teach- 
ers were allowed to spend their time

system,

Art Schools in France. 


There are at present in France, aside 


from the national art schools, 300 pro- 
vincial and municipal schools of fine 
arts, which are free to young men and 
women.

There are many who hold that the 


Japanese have no philosophical gifts, 
though that remains to be seen. 
At 


any rate, there was a time when the 
Confucian philosophy, in dryest forms, 
was supreme among the scholars of 
Japan as of China. 
Buddhism, too. 


has had its heyday in Japan, though 
now disestablished and declining. It 
was in the sixth and seventh centuries 
of our era that Chinese civilization, 
along with Buddhism, was introduced 
into the island kingdom. 


The feudal system found In Con- 


fucianism exactly what 
It wanted. 


When that system was finally consoli- 
dated by Tokugawa leyasu, who died 
in 1616, he looked around for 
some 


sanction lor the order which he had 
established by force. 
This he found 


m Contucian classics, with their doc- 
trine of loyalty to rulers. These class- 
ics up to that time had indeed been 
studied in Japan, but only by a lew. 
In fact, they had never been printed, 
leyasu had them printed with diacrit- 
ical marks for Japanese students. From 


! that time until the revolution Confu- 


cianism flourished. Temples to con- 
fucious were erected 
in 
connection 


with the schools founded for the study 
of his work. 


Of course, it had Its defects, just the 


same as :n China. Prominent among 
"these were the hazy religious sanctions 
and ideas which it contained. 
There 


was no certainty, in so much that some 
have called Confucius an 
agnostic. 


"Then there was no word of the su- 
preme value of human life as such, and 
hence no adequate conception of the 
worth and nature of woman. These 
last two ideas are the roots of much 
of what is best in our modern civiliza- 
tion. The Japanese showed some ori- 
ginality m that they laid the 
chief 


stress an loyalty and not on filial piety, 
as m China. The distinctively Japa- 
nese morality was derived not from 
Buddhism, but from Confucianism, 
and so it doubtless served a purpose in 
the one unceasing purpose which runs 
through the ages. Now the philosophy 
of the west has forever ousted Confu- 
cius and his commentators. 
There Is 


only one temple to Confucius in all 
Japan, and that is used as an educa- 
tional museum.
